From Theft 


With the heavy Christmas 
shopping season in progress, Citi- 
zens should be alerted to the up- 
ward trend in the theft of articles 
from homes, vehicles and shop- 
Jifting, also the definite increase 
jn purse snatching cases by juve- 
niles as well as adults. To dis- 
courage and combat these offens- 
es may we suggest the following: 


Do not leave packages in un- 
locked vehicles. 

Do not leave packages in 
plain view in locked vehicles. 


Packages should be placed in 
trunk of vehicle. 


When unloading items from 
' your vehicle wherein it is nec- 
essary to make several trips 
in and out of your home, do 
not leave the keys in your car, 
do not leave packages, purses, 
etc. in your car if it is unlocked 
or unattended. 

Although it is customary to 
place packages etc. under the 
Christmas tree, do not place 
them near window or in view 
of: the street. 

When shopping, do not leave 
your purse on store counter or 
in’shopping cart. Do not have 
purse hanging from shoulder 
or arm particularly when shop- 
ping in crowded area. Keep 
purses closed and in view. 

If you intend to be away 
from home for a period of time, 
don’t leave note in mailbox or 
in view explaining your ab- 
sence; leave window shades 
open and a night light burning. 
Do not request delivery men 
to leave packages etc, on your 


porch when you are not at 
~home. te-reeeive them. 
Lock doors and windows 


when leaving for a period of 
time.

SECURITY SUGGESTIONS 
FROM POLICE AND FIRE 


Protection 
From Fire 


Why should Christmas be a 
time of violent acidents? 
Last Christmas weekend 693 


died in such accidents. The year 
before, 647, and in ‘1959 the total 
was 609. 

While a major portion of those 
deaths resulted from auto acci- 
dents, around 10 per cent 
sometimes more usually re- 
sults from fire, the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs re- 
ports. 

Because of this, members of 
the Albany Fire Department are 
particularly on the alert during 
the holiday season to warn 
the dangers of accumu- 


trees, and carelessness with 
matches and cigarettes. 

Many tragedies, say the mem- 
bers of the Albany Fire Depart- 
ment, could be prevented, were 
people to exercise comon sense 
and sound judgment. 

Where the tree is concerned, 
it is advisable to choose a small 
one. Use care in setting it up — 
away from heaters and fireplac- 
es. Stand it in water to retard 
drying. Use only approved elec- 
tric lights on the tree and decor- 
ate only with fireproof materials. 
The tree should be discarded as 
soon as it shows signs of drying 
out, 

The tree lights should be turn- 
ed off when the tree is not ac- 
tually being enjoyed. 

At Christmas time when the 
presents are being opened one 
member of the family should be 
delegated to remove all the wrap- 
ping from the room immediately. 
When retiring for the evening or 
when leaving the house check all 
ash trays to .be. sure they-.are 
emptied and it is advisable not to 
leave small children at home 
alone. Engage a baby sitter. 

Your Fire Department has 
pamphlets on this subject free 
for the asking. 

It is also good practice to check 
your home heating system before 
the cold weather of the holidays 
arrives. Be sure the floor regis- 
ters are cleaned of lint and other 
materials that may have fallen 
into them. 

Be sure your home is properly 
fused. If the fuses continue to 
blow out call in a qualified elec- 
trician to find your trouble — do 
not improvise with your electric- 
al circuits. 

Families should have _ prear- 
ranged plans in the event fire 
strikes the home. Home fire exit 
drills are a part of this plan. Dis- 
cuss this with the family at eve- 
ning meal time. 

“Some of these precautions 
may seem unnecessary,’ says 
your local fire department, “but 
they are common sense and if 
practiced will insure a happy 
holiday season.”
